WASHINGTON, July 25. — Comment- 


Ing, on the waste of time and effort on 
the part of the Congress in revising the 
tariff schedules. Senator 
Newlands 
of 


Nevada, today urped on the Senate his 
amendment to the freo list hill for an 
automatic reduction of prohibitory duties 
R'hlch would gradually bring them to a 
revenue basis. 
His contention was that a general clause 


had been put in the ln.w providing that 
whenever It appears that the Importa- 
tions of any dutiable nrtir.le have been, 
for a year preceding, less than one-tenth 
of 
the 
total domestic 
production 
of 


similar articles, the duty shall be reduced 
3t the rate of ten per cent per annum, 
until the Importations shall equal one- 
f'enth of domestic production, the reduc- 
tion then to ceaso and the matter be re- 
"^rred to Congress for further action. 


PROHIBITORY TARIFF. 


New-lands urged that by this method 


tt reduction of the excessive and prohibi- 
tory duties of the tarlft would be ac- 
complished, -without inviting- a flood of 
foreign Importations and without disturb- 
ing American industries. 
He claimed 
that a large proportion of the duties of 
the existing tariff were prohibitory and 
were not revenue duties. 


"The duties of Congress and its com- 


tpittccs in the revision of the tariff," New- 
lands saicl, "would thus be very 
much 


lightened and the work of mere computa- 
tion would be thrown upon the 
tariff 


board, which could ascertain the facts 
upon the existence of which the tariff re- 
duction would be based. In this way a re- 
rtuctlon can be accomplished which will 
excite 110 alarm, as the law itself will 
provide a safety brake and stop the re- 
duction whenever the Importations ex- 
ceed a certain percentage. 


"Such an amendment 
-would not be 
recognition of the principle of protection 
by Democrats, If they concurred in It; It 
a-ould simply bo a recognition of 'the fact 
of protection, and would provide for a 
gradual change and reduction to a revenue 
basis, without economic readjustment. 


"Our Industries are on stilts as the re- 
sult of the high tariff. It Is not wise at 
one blow to knock tho stilts from under' 
them, just as it would not be wise for 
a man who had climbed', a high steeple 
and,; desires to come down to earth to 
jump down instead .of climbing down. An 
automatic reduction of ten jper cent a 
.year would accomplish almost everything 
that is desired in the way of gradually 
establishing a revenue tariff."

Registers -a Strong Protest to Appointment 


of Everett S. Brown as Teacher of 


Gymnastics in High School 


"Will tha Oakland high- school turn-out 


football players-.or students?" was the 
vital question placed 
before the local 


board of education last evening at the 
regular meeting by Miss Annio F. Brown, 
who objected to the. appointment of 
Everett S. Brown as teacher of gymnas- 
tics In the' Oakland higrh school, con- 
tending that ho didn't have a certificate 
to carry on that study, but that he was 
only a" history instructor and should not 
be paid by the board for teaching a 
branch in which ha has no credentials. 


Miss Brown voted against the propo- 


sition to retain Everett S. Brown as an 
instructor of athletics, contending that 
he was iiot qualified. 
He was recom- 


mended by the high school committee of 
the old board of education, headed by 
Dr. A. S. Kelly, who is now traveling in 
Europe. Calvin M. Orr 'also was a mem- 
ber of that committee and stated last 
evening that Charles B. Keyes, principal 
of the Oakland high school, also recom- 
mended Everett Brown for the position. 
"In reality," said Miss Brown, after 


considerable discussion, "he was only the 
football coach for the .boys of tha high 
school and was getting a. salary for ser- 
vices rendered In athletics. 
If the boys 


want a football coach I think they should 
pay for It and not the county. I. want 
everything straight, and I'll not vote for 
anything that ,1s not just,, fair-and square. 
I-don't approve .of '/using the county funds 
for a high school-'coach, and, in fact, I 
think it is against, the rules of the high 
school to engage a professional coach." 


RETAINS PLACE. 


Tho question as to whether ha should 


ba retained as an Instructor in the his- 
tory department and a coach was placed 
before the members of the board by 
President Orr, and the vote favored; re- 
gaining him jn both capacities at a salary 
of $1500 a year.',

Engineer Miller Estimates That 


Work at Richmond Will 


Cost $848,000 


RICHMOND; July 28.—The Rich- 


mond Industrial Commission Is act- 
ively-, working upon ways- and means 
for the construction: of 
thls'-city'a 


deep water inner harbor. The most 
prominent citizens of Richmond have 
taken up the project'and have ap- 
proved a plan to bond the municipal- 
ity to raise 
the sum 
necessary to 
carry on the work. 


At the commission's last meeting 
the members listened to a report by 
Civil Engineer M. K. Miller, who has 
been engaged, to prepare an estimate 
;of cost for the construction'of a suit- 
able harbor. This;report states that 
an excellent harbor could be con- 
structed at a cost of $848,000. 
Miller's plan provides for a twenty-

The grounds arqund

home arc a park in themselves. 
More 
than that, they are supplied with fea- 
tures other than flowers to delight the 
lover of outdoor life. Among these is a. 
park thickly studded with trees in which 
tho larger animals had ample space in 
which to roam at leisure and "In which 
also In severe weather they might find 
shelter from, the elements. 
There Is also an aviary which, was 
once musical with 
-birds. 'TThere Is. a 
fountain, the waters of "which sparkle in 
a pond nearly thirty feet in" diameter. 
There, too, is to bo seen one of the moat 
perfect aquariums in the State, with a 
cement bottom which, in the days of tho 
founder of the Delger family, was filled 
with some of the rarest specimens of the 
finny tribe. 
In these beautiful inhabitants . of tho 
inland waters alone there was a prince's 
ransome expended. Tho attractiveness of 
their home was Intenaififeft by a rockery 
which represented the interior 
of the 
grotto of Antlparos. It la really without 
superior in this part of the country. The 
arches are made of natural rock studded 
with stalactites and through these at all 
seasons of the year, through mosses and,, 
ferns, trickled water in effect from moun- 
tain streams. 
It is doubtful, however, if the old home 


r>f the Delger 
family can be utilized. 
While !t was built many years ago, it 
Is still in good condition, but there seems 
to be some doubt that the city could find 
use for it in any other part of the city, 
that would warrant the expenditure of 
money to pay for its removal. For that 
reason it is believed that the 
former 
home of the 
well known family will 
have to Tall Into the hands of wreckers.

Physicians say that death from fright 


and nervous collapse robbed the gal- 
Iowa of Charles Hickman, the most no- 
torious murderer western Pennsylvania 
has eVer had, two hours before the time 
set for his ' execution. 


It was at first thought he had taken 


poison, -obtained from relatives who vis- 
ited him, but an autopsy "conducted by 
Drs. Guy Schugert and J. S. Scrog-gs, of 
Beaver, revealed no evidence of poison- 
Ing. 
His brain, stomach, and kidneys 


were removed and sent to Professor F. 
A. Aschman, of Fittsburg;, for expert 
analysis. 


Hickman became 111 during a farewell 


conversation with his old mother, Mrs. 
MoLlie Hickman, 
and 
grew gradually 


worse until death 
came. 
He ate a 


hearty afternoon meal, sent ]n from a 
nearby^ restaurant,, which had been .fur- 
nishing his meals for-two weeks past. 


Doctors at first attributed his Illness 


to cucumbers he ate, but later became 
convinced' that It" -was a complete col- 
lap se. 
Two guards and two physIclans 


spent the entire night with Hickman. 


He had convulsions, and died In a strug- 
gle in the hands of his two guards. At 
times he was raving and then would 
sink into a -helpless state of semi-con- 
sciousness. 


During the early part of the evening 


he prayed continuously, placing: the re- 
sponsibility for his crime upon the faith- 
lessness of his murdered wife, 
When 


physicians were first called, Hfckman 
showed signs of great pain. 
Morphine 


"was injected and he soon rallied and be- 
came easier. Within two hours the ef- 
fect of the drug was gone and he be- 
came so violent that the physicians were 
sent for. 


His death was a surprise to jail physi- 


cian E. H. S. McCauley, 
who visited 


Hickman shortly after midnight and as- 
sured the sheriff that" he would be In 
condition for the execution. All the doc- 
tors who were consulted and who have 
seen the vital organs taken .from tha' 
body, declare that death was the result 
of fright and not of poisoning. A week 
win be required to get the result of the 
expert 
analysis.—Philadelphia

NOTHING ESCAPES. 


"In the great slaughter houses every

The lecture was. beautifully Illustrated 


with colored .lantern, slides, the archi- 
tecture,' methods 'of transportation, dress, 
and 'tlie geographic features of the coun- 
trj- being shown and described. 
Arnold 


said: "It may not be generally known 
that In the cities of China, and especially 
in the north, there are no sewers, the 
sewage being carried In buckets to "the 
fields for purposes of fertilization. 


"The sand from the desert blows Into 


heaps in some sections and the deposits 
nre In places 500 to 1000 feet in depth. 
The sand particles are held together by 
deposits of carbonate of lime, and thus 
veritable mountains are formed. 


"Many of the factory ha<nds In "China 


are women. 
These still bind their feet 


and In conseauence are unabld to make 
progress In walking. 
Barrows carrying 


a dozen or. more persons are employed in 
conveying these women from the'factory 
to their homes.

merly-the best paying crop In the empire, 
has been suppressed by government order.

Cornish was taken back1 to "the-city Jail. 


Leroy made no attempt 'to conceal the 


fact that he had been addicted to the 
cocaine habit. He answered all the ques- 
tions propounded'to him in an intelligent 
manner. He said;that he 'had been im- 
pelled to the immoderate use of the drug 
by the reason of the frequent bereave- 
ments which had taken :. pla,ce in 
his 


family, more especially because of the 
exhausting character of his T.-ork as a 
baker in the marine .hospital. His first 
use of the drug had taken place shortly 
before the last big fire In.San Francisco, 
and had continued almost unremittingly 
since. He had several times striven to 
breaf off, but was unable to do so. 


Leroy declared that his father was one 


of'the most noted physicfans of Bostor, 
a num ber of years a go. and that • "the 
latter had, at one time, been one of the 
best-known druggists of that place. 


One of his brothers, he said, had been 


caught under one of the destroyed build- 
ings on the morning of the great quake 
In San Francisco five years ago.

Educafor's Discourse on Poems of 


Browning Proves One of -the Most 


Interesting of the Series 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, July 


2S. — The highest compliment that could 
be paid -an instructor at the university 
was given Professor John Duncan Spaeth 
this morning when Doctor Hieher, dean 
of the summer session, announced that 
owing- to the crowded condition of Ero- 
fessor Spaeth's classroom, the class would 
meet in Harmon gymnasium- .The;' con- 
cluding lecture of the course will be on 
the verse of Walt Whitman. Dr. Spaeth, 
who is professor of English at Princeton 
university, announced this morning that 
he will discuss Questions 
that 
touch 


America and the -west very closely. Ow- 
ing to an examination on Monday, the 
first lecture of this series will he given 
on Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock. Per- 
sons not registered in the summer session 
may secure tickets of admission. 


Occupying: all'the. chairs^ in the largest 
lecture room of the University, filling- the 
space on the platform about the .lecturer's 
feet, standing on the sides arid in the rear 
of the room, % more than 
five 
hundred 


students 'listened this morning -to.'Dr.1 
Spaeth's' concluding lecture on Browning,'- 
and Browning's interpretation of religion, 
and of Christianity.

HAD PHYSICAL BASIS. 


Dr. Spaeth said: 
"Browning's conquest of life 
had a 
physical basis, and ho tried to Justify hie 
optimism on Intellectual 'grounds. When 
a pnan sees something. It is foollsfi for 
him to attempt to p.rove that It exists. 
Preceding the oroof must he the insight 
Into the worlds of spirit. The eyewitness 
always carries more weight than the most 
learned argument. The great poets are 
eyewitnesses of spiritual truths. 
They 
rise above, our level, catch the wireless 
message and are conductors to bring them 
to us. 
, 


"Browning never has the large pan- 


oramic vision. He sees a few things, but 
sees- them clearly. Faith is 
believing 
things ,you know are so, 
but can not 
prove to be so. 
. "There are three fundamental facts 
in Browning—the existence of God, the 
existence of the soul and the power of 
love. ' God and the soul are the two 
main columns in life, 
love and the 
power of love is the arch that unites 
them. 
"That 
which we take with us is the 
only thing that • counts in 
Browning's 
view. .Character is 
granted. Material 
goods are saved. 
"What is this earth our ours? A blink a 
wink iii the night, a cindered orb that 
will be whirling in space. The human 
spirit is in itself its own justification. 
Earth lis the opportunity to shape and 
form character.
